A Majority of Twelve Thousand

THE LEGISLATURE SAFELY 


DEMOFRATIC, 


Fair Sailing For the Presidential 
Canvass of 1854. 


CoLUMBUS. Ohio, October 10.—We have received 
returns from 7@5 wards and precincts, which give a 
net repub ican gain of 4890. At this rate of in 
‘rease, based on the numberof voting places in 
the state, the republican gain in the state will be 
about 12,000 which would elect Hoadly. Figuring 
the total vote received, with the probable vote in 
the state, itincreases the republican gains. It is 
impcessible to determine who is elected to-night, 
but the chances appear to favor Hoadly. : 

A REPUBLICAN IMPEACHED? 

CINCINNATI, October 10.—The Commercial Ga- 
zette, in its last edition thismorning, says the im- 
pression prevails that Hoadly is elected governor 
by from 5,000 to 8,000 majority. Full returns may 
give a different result, butthe outlook is not fa- 
vorable. The legislature is in doubt, but it 
claimed by both sides. The second amendment 
yote was large. Thecounting of the returns is in 
confusion. Owing to the very late! work, the 
morning papers have barely asuggestion 
of the detailed yore. Everybody is worn out and 
progress to-day isslow. ‘The first estimate on Ham- 
ilton county, from additional returns received this 
morning, give Hoadly a majority of from 1,50 to 
2.5.0, with the legislature and county ticket either 
divided or the democrats defeated. This is based 
on the returns from 73 out of 103 precincts, and may. 
be modified either way by subsequent returns. As 
nearas can be estimated the majority against the 

second amendment will exceed 40.000. 
DEACON SMITH’S FIRST THOUGHTS. 

(CINCINNATI, October 10.—Richard Smith, of the 
Comm?rcial-Gazette, did not watch the returns last 
night, but to-day afcer looking over the tield said 
he did not regard Foraker as defeated, as the pre- 
vious election news of democratic success in the 
election of governor had been heralded by the dem- 
ocratic papers the morning after theelection, and 

conceded by the republicans. Yet later returns 
wholly changed the aspect of affairs. He regarded 
the precincts pot yet heard from as likely to pro- 
duce greater republican gains. As to the cause for 
@ practical republican defeat, Mr. Smith - says that 
Foraker lost votes from both parties on account of 
the temperanee issue. He thonght also that the 
wool growers and wine growers opposed him. A 
special dispatch to the Times Star states that Cler- 
mont county elects democratic representatives. 
HOADLY CARRIES CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND. O., ll a.m... Atober 10.—The returns 
come in slowly. At 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, with two wards to hear from, 
‘the indications are that Hoadly carnes this 
county by asmall majority. Kose, republican, for 
lieutenant-governor. by about 2,000; Whitbeck, re- 
publican, for county treasurer, by 1,000 to 1,500 
One democrhtic and one republican senator is 
elected, and four democratic and two republican 
representatives. The remainder of the democratic 
county ticket is probably elected, except perhaps 
the county auditor, Complete returns may change 
this somewhat, but the result is a surprise to both 
parties. The vote of the second district has not 
been fully counted. 

A CLOSE VOTE IN CLEVELAND 

CLEVELAND, O., 12:45 p. m.—The result of the 
election in this county is still indefinite, and an of 
ficial count may be required to decide in some 
cases. The republicans will probably elect one 
judge, and three of ihe six representatives. The 
judges and clerks have been countiug all last night 
and this forenoon. In several wards the figures 
first reported are now contradicted, Newspaper 
offices and o‘her centres of information are throng- 
ed with aixious crowds patiently waiting for re 
turns, which can notyet be given until different 
bulletins are posted. 

DEMOCRATIC TOLEDO, 

ToLEDO, 1:30 p.m —Twenty-nine precincts in Lu- 
cas county show a democratic gain of 5s!. The 
democratic majvrities in the county will range from 
900 to 150. Hoadly’s estimated majority is 1,700. 
The democratie judicial ticket is probably elected 
by 2,000, the legislative ticket by about1,000, and 
the senatorial ticket by from 3,000 to 4,000 majority, 
The prohibition amendment is defeated by proba- 
bly 5,000, and the first amendment is invisible. 

WHAT THE COMMITTEES CLAIM. 

CoL_umBus, Obio, October 10.--No additional re- 
turns ofconsequence have been received here this 
morning, except private dispatches and scattering 
telegrams. On what has been received, however, 
the democrats claim Hoadly's election by 9,000 and 
the legislature. They claim tiat Hoadly is running 
ahead in Cincinnati, and that he will 
have 4,090 majority in the county. The 
republican committee believe that Hoadly’s ma- 
jority will be 3.000 or 4,000, and that Rose will be 
elected. Governor Foster thinks that Hoadly’s 
chancesare best, but does not abandon the hope of 
either governor or the legislature. The latest re- 
ports from Cleveland indicate that Hoadly will 
have asmal!] majority in the county, and that the 
legislative ticket will stand, 4 democrats and 2 re- 
publicans. At their headquarters the republicans 
are still hoping for achange. The democrats claim 
the legislature by 5 and the republicans the senate

COTTON AVtRAGES- 


The Department of Agricuiture Reports a Further 
Faliin the Average Production. 
Wasaincton, October 10.—The cotion re- 
turns of the department of agriculture show 
that the conditton- of the crop on the first of 
October was worse than on the first of Sep- 
tember. The continuance of the drouth at 
many points, the ravages of worms in the 
reg.ons most infected, and the more visible 
results of previous injuries, have reduced the 
general average on condition from 74 to 68 
In October last year. 88 foreshadowed a crop 
ofsix millions. In October, 138i, the average 
was 66, and the crop less chan five and a half 
million bales. The rate of yield per acre was 
one-third greater than last year. The indica 
tions point toacropa little larger than that 
of 1881, but failing short of the last 
crop by more than one million 
bales. The highes: conaition is in Florida 
Where the smal! breadth had an early and fa 
vorable start. The lowestis in Texas. The 
entire gulf coast suifered both from drouth 
and caterpillars. The more northern states 
of the cotton belt escaped insect injuries, and 
the worst severity of the dry season. The 
averages of conditions are follows: Vir 
ginia 67, North Carolina 69, South Carolina 
67, Georgia 66, Florida 82, Alabama 67, Miss- 
issippi 67, Louisiana 6s, Texas Arkansas 
71, Tennessee 75. Anattempt was made for 
the first time in October to an estimate 
of the probable yield of counties in hun- 
dredths of a bale per acre. The result, after 
the correction of obvious errors, is stated as 
follows: 
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Virginia thirty-six hundredths of a 
ba‘e per acre; North Carolina thirty-seven; 
South Carolina thirty-two; Georgia twenty- 
nine; Florida twenty-four, including sea ia- 
land; Alabama thirty-one; Mississippi thir 
ty- five; Louisiana forty-three; Texas thirty- 
seven; Arkansas forty-six; Tennessee thirty- 
three.

Denlal of the Truth of the Alarming Spectals From 
the Seuth—No Cause for Fright. 
“Wasuincton, Octoter 10.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton, of the marine _ hospital 
service, has received the following re- 
plies to telegraphic inquiries made yesterday 
as to the truth of the reports of the appear- 
ance of yellow fever at Brewton, Ala., and 
Galveston; Texas: ‘‘Pensacola, Fla., October 
9.—Do not believe any alarming reports. 
There is not a case of yellow fever in Brew- 
ton, but a good deal of malarial fever. Will 
always promptly notify you of the real dan- 
ger.’’ This wassigned by John B. Gultman, 
president of the board of health. ‘‘Galves- 
ton, Texas, October 9.—No typhoid fever. No 
yellow fever. No suspicious cases at this 

place.’’ Signed by Dr. Cooke. 

MonTGomery, Ala., October 10.—Four new 
cases occurred at Brewton to-day. Three are 
dying. Major Brewton, the pioneer of the 
place,among the number. Its now pro- 
nounced yellow fever. Nearly all the stores 
and dwellidgs are closed, the inhabitants 
leaving en masse, Mobile and Montgomery 
have quarantined rigidly, and stationed their 
officers on the railroads.

For several days a valise addressed to Dan 
Haver has laid in the express office here, and 
as no such person was known, Ten Broek con- 
cluded this was one of Potts’s aliases, and so 


seized the valise. On opening it he found 
among other things that clearly identify it as 
Potts’s property a letter addressed to him and 
written by Mrs. William Boyer under date of 
September 4, 1885. The letter leaves no riom 
for doubt that Potts and the whole Bover 
family were On yery intimate terms. ‘'e: 
Broek says he has just iearned, too, that Potts 
and the Boyers kept up a correspondence 
when Potts was in the Michigan City peni- 
tentiary, and that the oflicers of the prison 
will make good witnesses to this effect. The 
testimony of Potts and Boyer that they never 
knew each other was preserved by a_ short- 
hand reporter, and leaves this pair in rather 
a bad light. Another joint in the Ten 
sroek chain is that Potts and Boyer 
must have met each other near 
the Atkinson house, since, according to 
the testimony of Potts on one hand, and _ per- 
sons who saw Boyer on the road on the other. 
they went over the same road in opposite di- 
rections at the same time. According to the 
time given by these witnesses they would 
meet at or near the Atkinson place about the 
time the murder is supposed to have been 
committed. Potts continues to tell new sto- 
ries, as he has done ever since he was arrested. 
To-day, being questioned by T. E. Seanlan, he 
said that when he heard the shriek be was 
passing down the roed in front of the Atkin- 
son place about 5 o’clock on the day of tue 
murder. Some one standing near said it was 
nota shriek, but the creaking of the wind 
pumpin the yard near Atkinson’s house 

This is the first time has said a word 
about any one being near him. He 
did not tellwho that person was, 

AN IDIOTIC JURY. 

If idiotic stupidity were a capital crime the 
coroner and deputy prosecutor of Benton 
county would long ago have been hanged, 
drawn, and quartered, for of all bunglesjthe 
preliminary examination of this case was the 
worst. The investigation was simply a noth- 
ing, except as the deputy prosecutor, who is 
a young country lawyer without experience 
in criminal practice, sat and let the witnesses 
tell their own stories in theirown way, mak- 
ing no’ intelligent effort to catch them in 
their repeated contradictions, and in short, 
doing what might reasonably be expected of 
ayoung rusty whohad not even the good 
judgment to see that he was not competent 
toconduct an investigation ofso much im- 
portance. If the coroner had been a man 
of good sense he would have — seen 
this, and made some kind of an ar- 
rangement for a proper investigation. Itisa 
matter of surprise that Mr. Atkinson and his 
friends did not see the necessity of employing 
an experienced lawyer to wring the testimony 
from the many contradictory witnesses. As 
it was they sat there two weeks, and gossiped 
in a quasi-formal manner about the horrible 
tragedy, and gave the murderer or murderers 
ample opportunity to cover whatever tracks 
may have been left in sight. The only thing 
of value preserved as a result of the coroner’s 
investigation is the note book of the short 
hand reporter. This may serve to convict 
somebody of perjury. 

THE WOMEN’S CLEW. 

Among the rumors that are still flying 
about is one to the effect that two Lafayette 
women are the guilty ones. The people can- 
not seem to let go of the absurd theory that 
the murderer must be awoman. There is no 
reason for this theory, excepting that it was 
the first thought. The letter that Ada is said 
to have intercepted is.constantly harped upon, 
and on it is based the theory that the woman 
whose reputation that letter involved 
tortured Ada for the purpose of making 
her tell where the letter was. It isa 
most acsurb theory based on nothing more 
tangible than astreetrumor. There is noth- 
ing new ip the Harris theory against vld man 
Nelling. Popular belief, which, in matters of 
this kind, amounts to but littie, is that the 
object of the murder could not have been 
outrage. Ten Broek said to-night that he does 
not believe Ada’s clothes were thrown over 
her head, but that the murderer put his 
hand under them and left the skirts where 
they would protect bim from becoming 
bloody. Confessions of murderers prove that 
this has been done before. 

The officers at the Michigan City peniten- 
tiary give Pottsavery bad name. They say 
he was one of the worst men they had to deal 
with when he was there; that he was not 
only of the most depraved character, but was 
endowed with alow and treacherous cunning, 
fitting him for almost any character of crime. 
Ten Broek will take Potts before the Benton 
county grand jury which sits October loth

Thus it will be seen that as well 
as An Chormous expense, itis a perpetual one, This 
does not take into account the continued denuding 
of the forest, which at the present rate would 
leave usin a few years entirely witboui building 
material orfuel. Let us inquire for what is this 
expenditure of your hard earned money? To the 
question there is but one answer, and that is to 
protect your growing crops from the depraaations 
of stock. Now let us compare the value of the 
stock with the cost of the fence necessary to pro- 
tect your crops. From the digest we gather the 
following faets: There are'$.14,574 worth of live 
stock of all kinds returned for taxes in this county. 
I assume that two-thirds of ail this coasi 
in horses and mules. that are 
up in stables, which leaves, 
$48,093 worth of stock, running at large t 
against, which you make the enormous expenditure 
already quoted. You give in yourland under oath 
both improved and unimproved at $491,175, of 
which amount $215.6 0, consists in

to the cost of the fence the annual tax of $215,900. 
Isitnot strange that we should ever complain of 
high taxes after imposing sucha tax upon our- 
selves’ Whatis the remedy which will relieve us 
of the vast drain upon our resources?

Tbe accused was arrested and carried before 
Judge J. W. Kirkpatrick, justice of the peace, 
at Decatur, “yesterday evening. Judge John 
B. Steward represented the prosecution and 
Hon. H. C. Jones the defendant. 

Dr. Guild sworn, testified as follows: 
the third d: this October, 1883, | was sud- 
denly cailed from my child, 
Louis, who is about two and a half years old. 
[ found the child in preat distress, vomiting, 
complaining of burning in the throat, with 
great thirst. From the symproms the child 
was poisoned from arsenic. I gave the child 
diolized iron as an antidote forarsenic poison, 
from which the child received prompt relief 
romits effect on the heart and brain. The 
child rapidly sank into a complete state of 
collapse. It wascold and pulseless and stupid, 
perfectiy inactive, and I think insensible. 
Arsenic is a certain poison. After taking 
the poison it would have died in about twenty 
minutes. Kate Scott, the defendant, admin- 
istered the arsenic at m¥ residence in DeKalb 
county on October 3, 188: 

; CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

My office, about 100 feet from my house. 
When I went to the child first, it was 
not so cold, but was prostrated and in- 
tensely suffering. I gave in addition about 
one-halt grain of quinine with the diolized 
iron, Diolized iron does not cause insensi- 
bility, prostration and collapse, but the poison 
effects of ar-enic does produce these effects. 
I do not know that the defendant gave the 
child-any bread. I did not notice the bread 
to see what was on it. The child vomited 
several times very freely. I did not examine 
the dischurge from the child.

The defendant introduced no evidence. Af- 
ter arguments by the attorneys, Judge Kirk- 
patrick ordered the defendant to jail to await 
her trial at the March term of the court. The 
bond was fixed at five hundred dollars, but 
she will not be able to give it. 

In conversation with John Scott, the hus. 
band ot the defendant, we learn she was born 
in Morgan county; Ga., the property of Mrs, 
Wade, the mother of Mrs. Joe Reese: that 
she lived with Mrs. Wade until sbe was set 
free: she then moved to Atlanta and after- 
wards went to DeKalb county, whereshe has 
been living several years.

GOOBERS. 


The goober plays a more important part in 
commerce than might be supposed. We are 
all aware of its value as a social factor—of its 
influence upon oratory, music and the drama 
—but how few of us know that one million 
nine hundred and seventy thousand bushels 
of this savory nut were consumed in 
country during the twelve months ending on 
the 30th of September. These figures do not 
include the local consumption—say, for in- 
stance, in the rural districts of Georgia, where 
every substantial farmer has a patch of his 
own. 

The figures relating to the goober crop 
make a column in the various prices currents; 
but Georgia is not credited with any part of 
the crop. Itseems that the goobers of com- 
merce, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, are raised in North Carolina, 
Tennessee and Virginia. Last year Vir- 
ginia raised 1,250,000 bushels, Tennessee 
460,000, and North Carolina 140,000, 
making a total of 1,850,000. The aggregate 
value of the crop amounted to $2,000,000. It 
is estimated that the crop next year wiil be 
2,000,000 bushels. 

We regret that Georgia has no place in 
these estimates. Goobers can be raised in this 
state as readily as in Virginia, and there Is no 
reason why our farmers shouid not take ad- 
vantage of the demand forthem. The little 
patches for home use could easily be in- 
creased to patches calculated to yield a com- 
fortable supply of pocket money. As Geor- 
gians are known as goober-grabblers, there is 
no reason why they should not be known as 
gocber-growers. |

Banks of this character are needed fully as 
much in Atlanta a8 in any Massachusetts 
town.

The Alabama Great Southern. 
Birmingham Age. 

“The question of the A. G. S. shops is at last set- 
tled, and Birmingham has the grateful assurance 
that these expensive works are to be hers. The 
decision. was reached last night, and was the re- 
sult of a consultation between Colonel John Scott, 
president, B, Carroll, general superintendent and 
chief engiveer Bouscaren of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railroad with Dr. H. M 
Caldwell, president of the Elyton land company. 
The railroad officials arrived on the 3:40 train yeés- 
terday from Chattanooga and spent the remainder 
of the afternoon in an iuspection of the land 
which the Elyton land company had proposed to 
donate’xs a site for theshops. The land lies imme- 
diately south of the Mary Pratt furnace and to the 
right of the railroad, going in that direction from 
the depot. Atthe meeting last night the offer of 
the land was exhaustively discussed, and, Dr Calda- 
well obligating his company to give as 
much ground aS may be _ required, was 
accepted by Colonel Scott, who promises that the 
carand repair shops shall be located here, in addi- 
tion to machine shops. such as his road has—and 
will continue to operate—at the terminal points of 
its divisions. Theshops will require 500 workmen, 
who with their families—aud not tospeak of others 
incidentally attracted by their coming—will swell 
the population of °irmingham 2,500. Workon the 
shops will begin as soon as details of their location 
can besettled. Engineer Bousaren will enter upon 
this work at once. C Jolonel Scott accepted also the 
Elytov Land company’s offer oi ground for a new 
freignt depot on Twenty-first street, between the 
railroad and Powellavenue, and work on this build- 
ing will commence soon. The location of the shops 
and the decision with regard to the freight depot, 
however, important as they are, were not the only 
results of that auspicious conference in Colonel 
Scott’s palace car; forin accepting another offer of 
the Elyton land company the railroad company, 
through its president, committed itself to another 
measure of essential interest to Birmingham, viz: 
the speedy building of the long-talked of union 
passenger depot. 

Colonel Scott said that he and General Manager 
M. H Smith, of the Louisville and Nashville road, 
some time since agreed upon terms and plans for 
this structure, so that everything is now ready for 
its building, which will be commenced at once. 
The depot will stand just back of the present site 
of the Relay house (which will, of course, be re- 
moved) 182 feet from the track. New tracks will be 
Jaid throuzh « large car shed, which will constiiute 
the front portion of the depot. The latter is to be 
a handsome two-story brick building, with 15) 
feet front. 

Colonel Scott insisted upon but one condition in 
the matter of the depot, and thatcondition was sat 
isfied when Dr, Caldwell bound his company to im- 
mediate steps toward the building of a 200x15 foot 
four-story hotel, immediately in the rear of ,the 
union depot, from which it will be separat ed by 
Griffin avenue. Both buildings will extend across 
First avenue, which will be <n gee by an arcade. 
The botel will have one hundred sleeping rooms, 
and will be an imposing structure of brick, pointed 
with stone. It will cost $100,000. The cost of the 
depot will be about half as muc h. The value of 
the Elyton land company ’s cessious iS uot less than 
$30,000. These figures are more eloguent than any 
words could be as to Birmingham's obligation to 
the company. Co onel Scott said that the ground 
of his preference of Birmiugham as a location for 
his shops was the readier accessibility of material 
for car building here than at any other point. His 
selection commends him almost es much to the 
business judgment as to the gratitue¢e o: Birming- 
ham.

AA TTE&ERS. 
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Lhe Reports of the Condition ot the Crops as Keporteda 
to the Commissioner. 

In his forthcoming crop report Com mission- 
er Henderson says the unfavorable conditions 
affecting crop prospects in the state have con- 
tinued—with few exccptions—since the date 
of the last report. ‘There has been no general 
rain, and only very partial showers, in most 
sections. The growing season, now drawing 
to a close, has been remarkable in this, that 
there has been no general rain, reaching over 
the entire state, since April 25d. In different 
sections of the state, and at different times, 
the prevailing drouth was broken once or 
twice, but in some localities there has not 
been a good season since the date mentioned. 
It is weil said, by one of the correspondents, 
that the year has been one of a successito of 
long drouths and intensely hot spells. Even 
where rains have fallen, they have not, as a 
rule, been followed up or repeated at short 
interva!s, and consequently have only* saved 
the leading crops from total failure. 

The prospect of the cotton crop has steadi- 
ly diminished since September Ist, and over 
the state the yield will be sixty-two per cent 
of au average crop. 

While the prospect of the corn crop varies 
slightly from last report in three of the sec- 
tions of the state, the general result is un- 
changed, the prospect being estimated at 76 


per cent ofan average. 


The incidental reports from nearly every 
section of the state indicate a mueh larger 
number of pork hogs on hand for winter 
killing than usual. Theonly difficalty ap- 
prebended is the want of food for fattening. 
It is never economy, however, to stint food 
to fattening animals. The feeding should be 
liberal and the process of fattening should 
commence in the fall while the weather is 
mild, and be finished and the meat be in the 
smoke-house before Christmas. When food 
supplies are short, it is better policy to fatten 
and butcher every hog thatcan be made to 
weigh one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
pounds net, rather than to keep them over 
until another year.

COTTON POURING IN, 


Large K ceipta of this Season—Atlanta’s Proapecta 
as a Cotton Market. 

(‘otton never came into Atlanta thus early 
in the season with anything like the rapidity 
of receipts since September 1. Up to yester- 
day the total receipts since that date were 
38,910 bales. To the same date last year the 
receipts were 18.666 bales, showing an excess 
for the present season of 20,244 bales. In com- 
parison with the other ports, even with those 
which receive much more cotton than At- 
lanta, these figures are very large.. In:a con- 
versation with Mr. 8S. M Inman a ConstTITU- 
TION reporter referred to them and asked what 
caused such a rush of cotton thus early, 
and what these large receipts indicated? 

Mr. Inman said: 

“These figures only sbow that the cotton 
has opened with remarkable rapidity and that 
it is being hurried into market. The weather 
has been very favorable recently and this is 
the effect of it.’’ 

“Itis not fair then to take the 
showing as an indication of what 
receipts will be?”’ 

“No, sir. Atlanta will do remarkably well to 
bold up to last season’s figures, especially with 
the short crop we have. With thesharpcom 
petition now for cotton it is remarkable that 
Atlanta, situated as she is,should receive 145,- 
000 or 150,000 bales. She will doit this season 
I think, with the-crop way below what it 
was last year.’’ 

“Whatis the quality of the cotton coming 
to Atlanta now?’ 

“The staple is hardly as good as it was last 
year, but the cotton is much whiter and 
freer from dirt, In these respects it is about 
the best we have ever received here.”’ 

When asked whu' « ifect the opening of the 
new railroads hua «n Atlanta’s receipts Mr. 
Inman said:

We received hard'y any cotton from north- 


eastern Georgia uuti] the Air-Line was built, 
and it is now ene of our most valuable tribu- 
taries. The opening of a road stimulates cot- 
ton raising. A farmer who would never think 
of planting cotton if be had a long haul to a 
railroad, will begin to cultivate it as 
soon as you put aie depot in his 
field. The new roads are developing a fine 
country which must send a great deal of cot- 
ton to Atlanta.”’ 

‘What are the best estimates of the crop?”’ 

‘A few weeks ago reports were very dis- 
couraging and it was thought the crop would 
not exceed 5,500,000 bales, Later 
advices, especially those from 
Texas, show an improvement and estimates 
are now from, 5,500,000 to 6,000,000 bales. 
Probably a fair guess would be about half 
way between those figures.’’ 

“With the prospects of such a short crop, 
why is it that cotton has ruled so low?” 

“It is owing tothe condition of the goods 
market where the stock is heavy and 
the demand light.’’ 

Yesterday the Atlanta cotton market presen- 
ted a lively aspect. There was a continuation 
of the remarkable receipts, and if the pres- 
ent weather continues the disportion to last 
years’ receipts will be made stiil greater. 

The growth and importance of Atlanta 
as a cotton market must be in a 
large measure attributable to the character 
and enterprise of the men who manage the 
business in this city. It is remarkable how 
high the market bas ranged in Atlanta this 
season. Day before yesterday it 
was actually higher than the 
Savannah market. Every season 
increases the importance of Atlanta as a cot- 
ton marketand in spite of railroad changes

The second Thursday in October, by the 
rules and regulations of the company, is the 
date for one of the ‘stated parades’ of the 
Horse Guard. The order has been issued, 
therefore, that the corps meet at thecity hall, 
their armory, ats o'clock sharp Mrs. John 
Milledge and Mrs. E. L. Voorhis have _ pro- 
ctirred a beautiful tlag, which will become the 
colors of the company, and Lieutenant Yoor 
his will present the appropriate gift in their 
behalf, Ensign James A, Gray accepting the 
flag and responding for the company. 

After this interesting ceremony Captain 
Milledge will give the word of command and, 
accompanied by the Atlanta Musical Union 
band, which attends by way of compliment to 
the occasion, the company will move 
forward to Marietta street.

[THE GATE CITY GUARD 

At half past four o’clock the corner-stone 
of the proposed Gate City Guard armory, will 
be laid, and the work will be rapidly pushed 
to completion. Captain Jackson has raised 
about $9,000 by subscription, and is daily re- 
ceiving additional donations. The board of 
trustees gf the company have authorized the 
issue of bonds to the amount 
of $12,000, bearing six per. cent 
interest, secured by mortgage on the armory 
property and the indorsement of Captain 
Jackson. These bonds will be negotiated as 
money is needed in the construction of the 
building. he banks of the city have al 
ready, toaid the enterprise, agreed to take 
9.000. It is expected that about $2,000 more 
will be donated by the completion of the 
structure. The building will be three stories 
high, with a front of stone, iron and pressed 
brick.

He testified that 
he notified Mr. Miller chat allof the clothing 
he had immediately about him during the 
presence of the disease must be destroyed, 
while the articles’ which were not immedi- 
ately near him should be- boiled before 
leaving the quarantine. He further 
deposed that a carpet which had been in the 
room in which Mr. Milier bad been confined 
had be en “‘spirited”’ away after having been 
boiled, and that some dresses and a sacque 
were absent when the second inventory of 
Mr. Maller’s effects was taken, and there arti- 
cles had never been boiled. The witness 
could not say that the articlesof wearing ap 
parel were infected with the disease. He 
knew they bad been subjected to the sun fre- 
quently, but he did not consider that an obe- 
dience tothe’ rules of the board of health 
ouching the subject. He could not say 
whether Mr Miller bad disposed of the arti- 
cles before or after he had been notified that 
they must be boiled. He had asked Mr. 
Miller where he had sent the goods and was 
informed by him that he (Mr. Miller) was too 
sharp to tell him that. 

Mr. Collier, the guard, - testified 
articles referred toin Mr. Veal’s 
had been subjected to the sun day after day 
and that Mrs. Miller, the sick man’s wife, 
had handled them. He had heard 
Mr. Miller say that the sun 
was a suflicient disinfectant. He knew tbat 
several blankets which had been used at the 
hospital during the smallpox epidemic, last 
spring, and which had, after the disappear- 
ance of the disease, been stored away, had 
been stolen, 

Dr. Baird, the secretary to the board of 
health, was certain that the sun had not erad- 
icated the disease from the wearing appa- 
rel, and was of the opinion that the car- 
pet should have been destroyed, as 
it came in direct contact with the 
disease. He knew of the disease being 
retained in clothing for an indefinite length 
of time. He was satisfied that the lives of 
innocent parties were endangered by the dis- 
position of the articles of Mr. Miller. Mr. 
Miller, after the case had been made against 
him, agreed to return tie articles if that 
would settle the matter, 

Dr. Armstrong, the president of the board 
of health, testified in substance as did Dr. 
Baird. Sanitary Inspector King’s testimony 
was about the same as that of Inspector 
Veal.

JENNIS. SOCK WELL STABBED. 


A Notorious Character inthe Jaws of Death From an 
Assassin's K nite. 

Jennie Sockwell, a notori- demoralized 
white woman, who has been a long time a resident 
of Atlanta, was fatally stabbed in the right breast 
about one o’clock yesterday morning at her place 
of abode on the old distillery hill. The woman has 
long ago gone to the lowest depths of shame 


and for several years past her companions have been 
the most depraved negroes in the city. Night before 
last Jennie Sockwellanaa few companions were 
making themselves merry atherhome. Liquor was 
abundant, and by midnight the mob was ready for 
fun orfignt.- About one o'clock there was a knock 
on the front door of the house, and Jennie Sockwell 
answered it. After opening the dour she stepped 
outside and closedit behind her. Her absence from 
the room did not lessen the racket within, and the 
woman was out so long that her existence almost 
passed from the minds of those within the bouse. 
About fitteen minutes after the woman went out 
those who still remained in the room were startled 
by aloud cry without. Opening the door one of the 
women received the falling form of Jennie in her 
arms, and at the same time the crowd heara her 
say, ‘*My God he has killed me.’’ The blood was 
flowing copiously from a wound in her right breast, 
and as the woman breatbed the rattling in her 
throat indicated the nearness ot death A physician 
was quickly sent for. Dr, Cough responded. He 
soon pronounced the wound an exceedingly dan- 
gerous ene, and ata late hour last night the woman 
! was justalive. Thereis no certainty, and in facta 
great doubt exists as to the identity of the person 
who did the Wounding. Noone excepi the woman 
and her assailant were outside of the door. She 
states to the police that she does not know who did 
the cutting. Herstory in regard to the manner in 
which she was wounded is not credited by the offi- 
cers. Shesays when she went to the door the 
darkies, for she alleges there were two of them 
wanted to come in, and because she refused one of 
them stabbed her. A careful investigation of the 
affair by the police lead to the belief that the wound 
was inflicted without any intent to do so on the 
part of the person who did it. The woman has 
served a term in the chaingang.
